Oswald’s father, an insurance agent, 
died of a hear attack two months before 
Oswald was born, and hismother. Mar- 
guerite, was described by the Bronx so- 
cial worker as “a rigid, self-involved 
woman with strong. ideas and ... little 
^understanding of this boy’s behavior 
nor of the protective shell he drawn 

around himself in his effort to aovid 
contact with people which may result in 
hurt for him." ,
